POINTS TO MANY EVILS 


New York, June 10.—[Special.]—Col. Roose- 
velt declares editorially in the current issue 
of The Outlook that in many cases, the Taft 
delegates to the Republican national con- 
vention “represent absolutely nothing but 
kraus ae vulgar, as brazen, and as cynically 
open as any ever committed by the Tweed 
régime in New Yor®forty odd years ago.“ 

Col. Roosevelt adds that “the man who 
stands for the practices by which Messers. 
Barnes, McKinley, Penrose, and their allies 
now seek to nomipate Mr. Taft will make 
himself an object of derision if he hereafter 
states that he believes in honesty in politics 
or preaches a high standard of public moral- 


} ity.” 


These statements follow a discussion of the 
makeup of the Republican national commit- 
tee and an airaignment of the methods by 
which Col. Roosevelt alleges delegates sub- 
sequentiy seated by this committee were 
chosen. 


‘Issue of Right and Wrong. 


These factors in the contest for the presi- 
dentia] nomination, he says, have narrowed 
it down to a naked issue of right and wrong; 
for the issue is simply whether or not we 
shall permit a system of naked fraud, of 
naked theft from the people, to triumph. 

Of the national committee he says: 

“ Properly speaking, the national com- 
mittee’s only function is honestly to judge 
what delegates have, prima facie, the right 
to a seat and to sugwest the name of a tem- 
‘porary chairman, who shall call the con- 
vention to order. Practically the attempt is 
being made by the Taft managers to use the 
present national committee for the purpose 
of unseating honestiy elected delegates, es- 
pecially from states where there is no real 
Republican party, to secure the nomingtion 
for Mr. Taft. Such a nomination would moral- 
ly stand on precisely the same plane as any 
election should in New York state in the 
old Tweed days by fraudulent voting at the 
polls. 5 


How Members Were Chosen. 

„The members of the national committee 
were chosen four years ago. They were not 
chosen by popular vote; they were chosen by 
the delegates to the last Republican national 
convention. Practically none of the dele- 
gates were themselves chosen by popular 
primaries. The men represent the choice of 
the politicians of four. years ago. 

In some cases these politicians were good 
ahd wise men honestly endeavoring to repre- 
sent the people, and the national committee- 
men thus chosen were men of the highest

Methodist Pastors Demand 10 
Days’ Inquiry Before Marry- 
ing Divorced Person.

Ministers present adopted a resolution re- 
questing all clergymen to require a ten days’ 
notice prior to the performance of a mar- 
riage in which one of the parties has been 
divorced. This amount of time, it was said, 
was necessary for the examination of the 
records in the case. Such a procedure, it 
was argued, would act as a check on the 
“crime ’’ of the erasure of marital vows by 
court order and in addition would prevent 
violations of the Illinois statute prohibiting 
the remarriage of divorced persons within 
one year of the decree 


Resolutions Propose Remedy. 
The resolutions were presented by the Rev. 
Martin E. Cady, pastor of West Pullman 
Methodist Episcopal church, after several 
speakers had enn, the increase of di- 
vorce. 
They read as 9 
Whereas, The tremendous growth of 
the divorce crime in the last fifty years 
gives plain indication of serious decay in 
the nation’s moral fiber; be it 
Resolved, Thot we indorse the move- 
ment of the California state commission 
on marriage and divorce to secure a uni- 
form federal law on marriage and di- 
vorce based on an amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution; and, be it 
Resolved, That we request the preach- 
ers to require ten days’ notice of all di- 
vorced persons to permit a careful in- 
vestigation before solemnizing the mari- 
tal rites. 


Divorce “Unpardonable Sin.” 

Divorce was included under the title of 
“the gin against the home,” which was de- 
clared the unpardonable sin” by the Rev. 
Francis Miner Moody. 

In the last year, said the Rev. J. S. Dan. 
cey, pastor of Auburn Park Methodist church, 
“there have deen 100,000 divorces in the 
United States—seven times as many as in 
Europe. Since 1870 divorce has increased 
three and one-half times as fast as the popu- 
lation. 

“Vigo county, Indtana, holds the record 
of having the largest mumber of divorces, and 
not Reno, Nev. Illinois is worse than South 
Dakota, and California is the worst state in 
the union. 

“Cook county has more divorces although 
mot the greatest in proportion to the popula- 
tlon of any county in the unlon. Illinois is 
the only state in the union that has granted 
@ total of more than 100,000 divorces. 


Blames the Preachers,

Senator W. 8. Kenyon of Iowa arrived yes-

J was surprised at the strength of the 
sentiment for a third man,” he said at the 
Auditorium hotel.

Eenyon Praises Cummins. 

A conservative progressive, who has been 
called the strongest man in the senate, he is 
the logical compromise candidate.

RUMORS OF A DIVISION. 


Committee May Seat Governor; Dis- 
tricts to President. 


The Mvellest set-to yet witnessed in the 
preconvention hearings before the Repub- 
lican national committee is predicted when 
the Missouri contest cases, scheduled for 
today, are reached, 

Involved are the Roosevelt delegation at 
large, headed by Gov. Herbert S. Hadley, 
and ten district delegates, including two in- 
structed for Roosevelt In the Kansas City 
direct primaries. Gov. Hadley will arrive 


this morning personally to lead the fight 


for the colonel’s forces. 

A report circulated yesterday and de- 
Iteved by the Missouri Roosevelt men, cred- 
its the Taft majority in the committee with 
having. decided to seat the delegation at 
large, which has four votes, and give the ten 
district delegates to Taft. 

The president's supporters from the 
“show me state, who are here in force to 
influence the committee’s action, demanded 
that Hadley and his colleagues be thrown 
out or that the delegation at learge be at 
least equally divided between Taft and 
Roosevelt. 


Fear Effect of Decision. 

Having been apprised of the fact that the 
Roosevelt men controlled the state conven-~ 
tion at St. Louis, which elected the delega- 
tion at large, by a majority of 340, the Taft 
committeemen are said to have feared the 
effect of turning dowm the Missouri gover- 
nor, whose popularity has kept the state in 
the Republican column. 

The Taft men from Missouri, however, 
boast that when the contests are decided 
twenty. of the delegates will be Taft men, as 
against sixteen for Roosevelt. Should their 
figures prove correct, they make no secret 
of their intention to oust Thomae K. Nied- 
ringhaus as national committeeman. 

Mr. Niedringhaus, who was chairman of 
the Republican state committee when Col. 
Roosevelt made Missouri the mysterious 
stranger in the Republican ranks of 1904, 
was chosen to succeed Secretary Nagel of 
President Taft's cabinet on the national com- 
mittee by an overwhelming majority of the 
delegates to the state convention. 

Although Mr. Niedringhaus contends the 
Missouri law now authorizes only the state 
convention to name the national committee- 
man, the Taft leaders assert they will ignore 
the conventioin and choose Otto F. Stifel, a 
St. Louis brewer, in Mr. Niedringhaus’ place 
if the national committee stands by them in 
the contests. 


Give State Back to Democrats. 

Men familiar with the Missouri situation 
concede that such action by the national 
committee and the Taft men on the Missouri 
delegation will turn the state back to the 
Democrats next November. 

Gov. Hadley wired Game Warden Jesse 
A. Tolerton, president of the Missouri Roose- 
velt club, that he was leaving a sick bed to 
hurry to Chicago. He will be accompan‘ea 
by Walter 8. Dickey, another former state 
chairman, who carried the state for Hadley 
and Taft in 1908 and now its enlisted with the 
Roosevelt cause. 

The Missour! clash is not pleasing to Con- 
gressman Richard Bartholdt of St. Louis, 
who holds Secretary Nagel's proxy on ths

OMAHA MILE SUPPLY. 
MONTH ago I took occasion to in- 
quire into the Omaha milk supply. 
I found that they had a low infant 
mortality and quite expectedly, un- 
der these circumstances, found 

their milk exceptionally fresh and clean 
and with an unusually low bacterial 
count, To begin with (1) 65 per cent 
of thelr milk is produced by tuberculin 
tested cows; 35 cent is pastenrized: 
next (2) their milk is quickly cooled and 
kept cool. The farmer chills and bottles 
within an hour after milking; next (3) 
their milk is exceptionally fresh when 
marketed-—half of it is four hours old and 
half is sixteen when delivered; next (4) 


it is exceptionally clean and in securing 


cleanliness the farmers have built no ex- 
pensive barns. The barns I visited were 
cheaply constructed and plain, but they 
were clean and freshly whitewashed, well 
ventilated, well lighted, and well drained. 
Such barns do not cause consumption in 
cows.

In 1910 Omaha hed a milkborne ty- 
phoid epidemic so severe that public sen- 
timent justified the mayor and city coun- 
ci) in transferring full powers för the 
control of milk to the health department. 
They passed an ordinance based on the 
Chicago ordinance. But passing a good 
ordinance, having an energetic commis- 


4 sioner, and backing up a good inspector 


is not enough to get results. The keynote 
of the Omaha success was publicity. 

The milk was examined bacterially, the 
dairies were scored on the government 
score card, and the public record made 
up of the results of this double Inspec- 
tion, field and laboratory, was published 
every month in every Omaha paper. The 
papers published the name, address, and 
score of every dairyman. Let us say that 
the fifth commendable quality of the 
Omaha milk is milk publicity. As a 
force in getting good milk publicity ort- 
ranks tuberculin testing or vasteurizing 
or freshness or icing~-because it, instead 
of. being one force, is the means of stim- 
ulating all the forces.

The health commissioner, Dr. R. W. 
Connell, writes as follows: 

All the daily papers have been not 
only willing but anxious to publish these 
reports each month, which they have done 
free of charge, and they deserve the grati- 
tude of every citizen of Omaha. The 
health department receives telephone 
calls almost every day of inquiry regard- 


ing the scoring and why their dairyman’s 


score this month is lower than it was the 
previous or lower than some other dairy. 
“Thé customers talk with their dairy- 
men about their score and they know 
noes bave to correct their filthy condition 
an — their score up to a good stand 
ard or their customers will leave then 
and go to some other dairyman.

livered to the customers.

On the occasion of a recent khedivial re- 
ception, when the member of the diplomatic 
corps asembied in the antechamber, ar- 
ranged themselves in order of seniority, and 
marched into the throne room, Lord Kitch- 
ener did not join them. When they had all 
left the khedive’s presence and returned to 
the antechambr they found Lord Kitchener 
and his entire staff seated there. These 
instantly rose to their feet and made their 
entrance into the audience chamber in such 
a manner as to give the British agent's re- 
ception by the khedive the character of a 
separate audience.

THROWS ALL OF THEM OUT. 


Sustains Action of Senatorial Commit- 
tee in Each District. 


Springfield, III., June 10.— [Special.J—Four 
contest cases from the April primary elec- 
tion, affecting candidates for the legislature, 
were decided today by the state canvassing 
board. In deciding them the board held that 
it is not authorized to go behind! the face of 
the returns. 

The action of the senatorial committees tn 
limiting the number of candidates was ques 
tioned in the contests from the Seventh and 
Twenty-sixth districts, but in both instances 
the board upheld the senatorial committee. 


Overrules Head of Committee. 

In the Bigth district the board decided the 
ycertificate of the senatorial committee to two 
candidates is valid. Robert E. Wilson and 
Joseph A. Weber, Democrat, therefore are 
the nominees. The board considered two res- 
olutions, one signed by two members of the 
Democratic senatorial committee and vice 
chairman, which declared there are two can- 
didates, and the other, signed by the chair- 
man of the committee alone, who declares 
there was but one nominte. The board rec- 
ognized the certificate signed by the mem- 
bers and the vice chairman. 


Donahue Loses His Control. 

In the Seventh district case J. J. O’Rourke 
was declared the nominee against Walter A. 
Lanta. Frank Gillespie of Bloomington was 
declared the Democratic nominee in the 
Twenty-sixth district. The nomination was 
contested by D. D. Donahue, author of the 
Woodmen bill. 

The Fifty-first senatorial district case was 
the only one in which a Republican was 
involved. The contest was filed before the 
county clerk of Hamilton county could cer- 
tify’ the returns to the secretary of state.

‘ Easily Evades the Guards. 

Despite these elaborate precautions, the 
former servant who today caused such ex-

parades. 

. Once inside the grounds, he broke a Win- 

Gow, crept into the palace, and climbing the 
stairs, went to sleep in a room of one of the 
royal equerries. He was snoring loudly 
when discovered by the servants. 

His purpose evidentiy was not robbery, for 
within his reach on the ground floor were 
many priceless treasures accumulated by 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra, among 
them being some of the costiiest souvenirs 
of King Edward's reign. Not one of the 
treasures of the palace had been disturbed. 


Stirred to Belated Activity. 

The man's discovery caused great excite- 
ment in the palace, because it illustrated the 
ease with which the house could be entered 
without arousing the guards. After he was 
turned over to the police he was identimed as 
WilHam Wodley, who escaped from Norwich 
asylum about a year ago. He will be sent 
back to the asylum. 

There is considerable chagrin on the part of 
the police and military authorities over the 
story becoming public. Immediately after 
the incident the police and the soldiers about 
Marlborough house became active. 

Every effort was made to keep the matter 
gecret from Queen Alexandra, as it was 
feared it would upset her nerves.

Bride’s Cake. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

HE bride’s cake is white. The groom's 
cake is dark. These two together are 
sometimes called the wedding cake. But 
the nomenclature on this subject of wed- 
ding cake is rather loose, and authorities 

and practices differ. To many people wedding 
cake means one of the heaviest kinds of fruit 
cake, one that will keep for fifty years if tight- 
ly sealed, ' 

The lady and the mountain cakes, ffom be- 
ing used much at weddings, came to be called 
bride’s cake. A large number of eggs, the 
whites only, were used in waking these cakes, 
but that was before the days when any other 
leavening agent was used in cakes besides the 
eggs or yeast. With either soda and sour milk 
or sweet milk and baking powder we now 
make these cakes, using about half as much egg 
white as of old. When one of these wuite cakes 
must be used on the day it is made it should 
always be made of soda and sour milk. This 
gives a spongier, softer cake, and one that 
is good the day it is baked, The cake made 
with baking powder is stiffer and crustier, cuts 
more like pound cake, and is not good until it 
has ripened a bit.

On the whole, this cake, which 


either white or silver, or snow cake, as well as 


bride's cake, and, with citron, is sometimes 
called “tin wedding cake,” is finest made with 
the soda and buttermilk or well whipped sour 
milk, 

Bride’s Caké—The whites of five eggs, one- 
half cup butter, one and one-half cups sugar, 
two cups of flour, one-half cup of buttermilk 
or rich whipped up sour milk, three-fourths 
of a teaspoon of cream tartar, sifted through 
flour, one-fourth of a level teaspoon of Soda 
this is one level salt spoon of soda—dissolved in 
a teaspoon of tepid water. Cream the butter 
and the sugar thoroughly, add a little of the 
‘whites of eggs to beat it well, then add whites 
of eggs and flour alternately. Put in the milk 
Lastly add 
flavoring, and then pour in the water from 
the soda, leaving out the sediment or most of 
the soda. This is sufficient for two 
small bread pan size. Bake about 
‘minutes.

A cooking school recipe for this cake has 
exactly the same proportions of butter, sugar, 
milk (sweet instead of sour), but uses six egg 
whites and a half cup more of flour, with three 
teaspoons of baking powder and a fourth of a 
teaspoon of cream of tartar. There is very 
lit'e difference betwen these two cakes, but 
what difference there is is all in favor of the 
sour milk cake. 

Another sche recipe uses a cup of butter 
to a cup of sugar, the whites of eight eggs, 
two cups of flour, two level teaspoons of bak- 
In powder, and no milk. I have not tried this, 
sO cannot compate it with the other two as 
to appearance and taste, but one can tell in 
general what would be the effect of substi- 
tuting the whites of eggs for milk, if she is 
familiar with cake making. 

The flavoring once considered the one and 
only for such cake was of bitter almonds, pre- 
pared and pounded at home, and mixed with / 
rose water to keep them from turning dark 
and olly. Now almond, lemon, or rosé extract 
is used, or the maker exerciseg her own choice, 
Ihe vanilla flavor is all right as far as the 
cake is concerned, but what makes this im- 
possible is the frosting. It is bound to tinge 
that somewhat. 

Thé frosting or icing for this cake should be 
that made with the white of egg and confec- 
tioner’s sugar, the two beaten together and 
enough~sugar added to make a fine stiff, but 
not too stiff, frosting.

HE leading complaint of the women of 
America is “coarse, open pores and a 
greasy face.” Med; 
Among my letters the majority request 
something to close the pores and prevent 
a greasy skin. Naturally my first remedy for 
all such complaints is exercise—exercise to the 
sweating point. Women do not perspire enough 
—that is, women as a class. 

A young relative brought his sweetheart to 
see me a few weeks ago, and asked: “Isn't 
she beautiful? But what is the matter with 
her skin?” 

Needless to say, I did not explain to him, 

but I told the “ beautiful one” that she needed 
a few good hard weeks of violent exercise in 
a gymnasium to sweat out her skin and clear 
her eomplexion. 
So many girls let themselves go without tak- 
ing the trouble to observe the condition of the 
skin until it becomes filled wtih dust and grease, 
which develops into acne. Then the real trou- 
ble begins, to clear the skin and complexion of 
that disease. 
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First and foremost is the necessary sweating 
out processs. A Turkish bath is the quickest 
way—the hot room sweat, then the massage, 
the steam room to follow the massage, and 
lastly the alcohol rub, - That is, however, the 
lazy way to take exercise. The real cure for 
all coarse pores and greasy skin is real hard 
exercise with the exerciser swäkked in flannels. 

If no exercise can be taken in the house, pu 
on woolen stockings, woolen undergarments, 
comfortable walking dress and walk—walk hard 
and fast until you are in a profuse .perspira- 
tion. Let your face perspire freely. Carry a 
large handkerchief or a piece of sterilized. zauze 
and wipe your face frequently, letting it per- 
spire again and again. The more you perspire 
the more impurities you will dispense with. 

When your walk is finished and you are at 
home again, bathe in warm water, then in cold 
water, dashing the cold water over your face 
and throat. That process will first wash off the 
impurities with the warm water and soap, then 
close the pores with the cold water. 

Your skin will not become too dry, nor will 
grease accumulate on the face. An elasticity

OATS HARVEST IS HEAVY. 


Weather Conditions Favorable; 
Barley Yield Promises to 
Show Increase. 


The government June report on crop con- 
ditions, issued yesterday, showed a further 
shrinkage in the condition of winter wheat, 
with a smaller acreage of spring wheat than 
expected. The estimates given out show a 
winter wheat condition of 78.8, against 79.7 
a month ago, indicating a crop of 868,000,000 
bu under the new method of estimating. 
Last month the indicated yield was 871,000,- 
000 bu. Last year the final yield was 481,- 


000,000 bu. | 
The spring wheat acreage was placed at 
19,201,000 acres, compared to 20,361,000 acres 
a year ago. The condition of spring wheat 
was placed at 96.8, compared to ae e 
4 the crop is estimated on presen 
8 at 265,000,000 bu, compared to 4 
final estimate last year of 101,000,000 bu. 


Report Bearish on Oats. 

The report was extremely bearish on oats, 
the acreage being 37, 844,000 acres, against 
$5,250,000 acres last year at harvest, and the 
indicated yield u 1,108,000, 000 bu. Last year 
the revised figures after harvest placed the 
yield at 922,000,00 bu. If the present condi- 
tion is maintained until harvest the oats yield 
will exceed last year’s crop by nearly 200,-. 
000,000 bu. 

Conditions have been favorable for oats and 
a big acreage was sown owing to the win- 
ter wheat calamity in the central states. 
The June 1 condition was M. 1. compared 
to 85.7 on the same date a year ago. 

The barley acreage shows a fair increase, 
1,574,000 acres; last year, 7,088,000 acres. 
Indicated yield of barley was estimated at 
182,000,000 bu, or 82,000,000 bu more than « 
year ago. Meadows and pastures showed a 
high average condition, 89.8 and 76.8 respect 
ively. A year ago the condition of meadows 
was 76.8 and pastures 816 Rye crop was 
estimated at 38,000,000 bu, condition . 7. 
about the same as last month. 7 


Big Losses in the West. 

In winter wheat the recent crop losses in 
Nebraska and Kansas were not fully re- 
flected, as the teports from correspondents 
were received before the damage was done. 
Both states showed big losses from May— 
Kansas 5 points and Nebraska ft. Losses 
in condition in other big wheat states were: 
Missouri. 7 points; Oklahoma. 7; Indiana, 10; 
Ohio, 8; Illinole, 11; Michigan, 9. In the Pa- 
cific northwest states the outlook is for a 
bumper crop. 

South Dakota has the same acreage as last 
year, North Dakota 11 per cent less, and Min-

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(LICHTSTERN WINS GRAIN SUI? 


Public Elevators Enjoined from 
Storing Their Own Stocks. 


BROKERS HIT BY DECREE. 


* 
Held to Be Agents of Storage Men in 


Making “Wash Sales.” 


Adotph J. Lichtstern, the wealthy grain 
operator, who 18 engaged in a war on several 
of the other leaders on the board of trade, 
won another round in his fight yesterday. 
Circuit Judge “rederick A. Smith granted 
the injunction restraining the J. Rosenbaum 
company from storing its own grain in any 
of its six public warehouses and also from 
receiving into store any grain treated in its 
own cleaning houses. 

The chief import of the injunction is the 
effect it may have on storage conditions in 
Chicago pending the settlement of the dis- 
pute. Three years ago there was a similar 
disagreement and the principal public ware- 
house owners intimated that if the opposi- 
tion continued to fight they would make no 
attempt to have their licenses renewed, 


May End Public Elevators, 

This would have limited the public ware- 
house storage facilities to not more than 
2,000,000 bushels of wheat, about one-sixth 
the present capacity. The lowering of the 
amount of contract wheat in the Chicago 
market would have put the short sellers and 
mall dealers completely at the mercy of the 
big bull operatore should the latter have 
chosen to boost prices. 

The warehouse owners’ uttimatum hed the 
effect of terminating the trouble summerily. 
It te pointed out that the same ultimatum 
may be made now, catching the opposition 
in a position no better than before, tnaemuch 
as the state licenses are only for one year 
and terminate at the end of this month. 


Judge Smith Gives Opinion. 
Judge Smith summarized the evidence as 


' follows: 


“The evidence shows that the defendants 
have purchased large quantities of grain and 
caused ft to be shipped to Chicago, and that, 
while the grain so purchased was in transit, 
they have sold it for cash to sundry brokers 
to go to store in one of the defendants’ 
warehouses at a price one-eighth of a cent 
per bushel lower than the ryling price for 
future deliveries 

“The defendants have, at the same time, 
end as part of the same transaction, pur- 
chased a future from these brokers for the 
same number of bushels et a price usually 
one-eighth of a cent per bushel, and in some 
tnetances one-fourth of a cent per bushel, 
and the actual carrying charges, above the 
ene price at which the grain was sold by 
the defendants. But one conclusion can be 
érawn. The defendants are storing their own 
grain in their pubilc warehouses. In other 
words, the brokers are the agents of the de- 
fendants to carry the grain, and the de- 
fendants have an interest thereir other then 


as warehousemen.”

Government Crop Report Only 
Real Factor of Passing 
Importance. 


DEALS IN STEEL NARROW, 


Brokers Had Expected “Unfilled 
Tonnage“ of Big Corporation 
Would Be Greater. 


New York, June 10.—An unusual variety of 
incidents and developments, only one of 
which, the government crop report, const! 
tutes a factor of more than passing impor- 
tance, combined to provokd a dull and per- 
functory stock market session today. 

The United States Steel corporation played 
a conspcuous part by reason of the resump- 
tion of hearings in the dissolution guit insti- 
tuted by the government. 

There was also the publication of steel 
“ unfilled tonnage for May, which disclosed 
an increase of only 86,000 tons. To be sure, 
total business on hand at that period—3,750,- 
983 ton made a record without parallel since 
December of 1909, but a greater gain was 
expected. 


Deals in Steel Slow. 

Dealings in steel shares were narrow and 
nominal before the issuance of the May report 
and continued so for the balance of the day. 

Trading was without much significance 
from start to finish. In the early hours the 
movement was attended by uncertainty so far 
as the active group was concerned, while 
such stocks as American Beet Sugar, Ameri- 


can Sugar common and preferred, and New/ 


York Air Brake rose 1 to2 points. 


During the afternoon the market lapsed from 
dulinese into utter apathy until the final half 
hour, when it became known that the United States 
Supreme court, which was holding its final session 
prior to the summer adjournment, would not render 
a decision in the long deferred anthracite cases. 


Crop Report Important. ‘ 


Concurrent with thie was the publication of the 
crop report, which revealed a further serious 
damage to winter wheat, the condition being 74. 3 
per cent as against 79.7 on May 1 last and 80.4 
in June of last year. The news from the Supreme 
court and the estimates conveyed in the crop re- 
port created sudden weakness in the hard coalere 
and some of the grangers, notabiy St. Paul, which 
fell to within a fraction of its low record. There 
were some rallies in the later dealings, but the 
undertone at the close wae irregular. 

Our securities in London reflected some of the 
hesitation shown here later, with a renewal of 
liquidation in Canadian Pacific, a gain for German 


interests. 
Foreign Money Situation Passive.
